Synopsis of Legislative Proceedings. 


SENATE. 
January 20. 
Mr. McCoy, on heluilf the author, 
asked and obtained leave to withdraw 
Assembly Bill No. 44—An Act to repeal 
an Act entitled an Act to protect agri­ 
culture, etc., so far as the same relates 
to San Bernardino county—as the bill 
would not accomplish its object. 
ASSEMBLY. 
Mr. Escando», on behalf of the Santa 
Barbara anil San Luis Obispo delega­ 
tion, reported back Senate Bill No. 8 
an Act to repeal an Act concerning 
roads in the counties of Santa Barbara 
ami San Louis Obispo— with the re­ 
commendation that it do pass. 
On motion of Mr Venable, the House 
took up for consideration Assembly 
Bill No. 7G—An Act for the relief of 
Mr. Rowland, Sheriff of Los Angeles 
county. 
The bill passed, 36 ayes and 31 noes. 
SENATE. 
January 21. 
Mr. Lindsey presented a petition 
from citizens of Visalia, asking for the 
passage of the bill introduced by him 
to incorporate the town of Visalia. 
The petition was referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Corporations. 
By Mr. McCoy — An Act to cede 
to the city of San Diego certain 
tide and submerged lands in the bay 
of San Diego. 
The bill was referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Judiciary. 
Assembly 
Concurrent 
Resolution 
No. 20 — Relative to turning the San 
Diego river—introduced by Mr. Bow­ 
ers; was referred to the Committee on 
Commerce and Navigation. 
Assembly Bill No. 123— An Act 
granting certain lands to the city of 
Sail Diego to San Diego Lodge, No. 35, 
Free and Accepted Masons, for ceme­ 
tery 
purposes, 
introduced by Mr. 
Bowers. 
Bill passed. 
Assembly Bill No. 110 — An Act to 
authorize the County Treasurer of San 
Diego county to pay olf certain funded 
i ndebtedness of said county, lilt roduced 
by Mr. Bowers. 
Bill passed. 


ASSEMBLY. 


Mr. Venable, on leave, presented a 
petition signed by 1,700 farmers in this 
State, praying the Legislature to take 
charge of and control the inland waters 
of the State, for the purposes of irriga­ 
tion, which petition was referred to 
the Committee on Irrigation. 
Mr. Higbie, from the Los Angeles 
delegation, reported back Senate Bill 
No. 33—An Act to repeal an Act en­ 
titled an Act to encourage the destruc­ 
tion of squirrels, gophers and other 
wild animals in this State, approved 
February 13, 1872, so far as it relates 
to the county of Los Angeles—with 
the recommendation that it be passed. 
Mr. Venable introduced an Act pro­ 
viding for a general system of canals 
for irrigation, agriculture and other 
purposes. 
[Provides for the appoint­ 
ment of a Board of Irrigation Commis­ 
sioners, who shall divide the State in­ 
to irrigating districts and supervise 
the building of irrigating canals, ditch­ 
es, etc.] 
Referred to the Committee on Irri­ 
gation. 
Assembly Bill No. 110—An Act to 
authorize the County Treasurer of San 
Diego to pay offcertain funded indebt­ 
edness of said county—was read u t hint 
tim e and passed. 
Assembly Bill No. 123—An 
Act 
granting certain lands in the cily <>f 
San Diego to Sail Diego Lodge) No. 
35, Free and Accepted Masons, for 
cemetery purposes—was read a third 
tim e and passed. 
Senate Bill No. 8—An Act to repeal 
an Act concerning roads in the coun­ 
ties of Santa Barbara and San Luis 
Obispo—was read a third time and 
passed. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


Green peas are in the San Jose mar­ 
ket. 
Three cars loaded with immigrants 
arrived in Sacramento last Saturday. 
The Napa river has risen to within 
seven ana a half feet of the high water 
mark of 1862. 
A number of California quails are to 
be turned out in the woods of Chchalis 
(W. T.) to propogate. 
The fuse factory near Felton, in San­ 
ta Cruz eo‘unty, makes over 100,000 
feet of safety fuse per week. 
The Antioch Ledger severely repri­ 
mands a man for attending a lecture 
with a bad cough. Pass it around. 
Louis M. Booth was on Saturday ap­ 
pointed a Notary Public, to reside at 
Knight’s Ferry, Stanislaus county. 
W illiam Hickok. arrested and tried 
in SantaCriiz for shooting his father- 
in-law some four weeks ago at Soquel, 
nas been acquitted. 
The property owned by the Santa 
Clara Valley Agricultural Society, to­ 
gether with the improvements on their 
grounds, is valued at about $40,000. 
According to the Virginia Chronicle, 
infanticide is prevailing to an alarm­ 
ing extent in shat city; not less than 
three cases being reported within a 
week. 
It costs $250, says the Halt Lake City 
Tribune, to take a fellow from Salt 
Lake to Guiana, and four times that 
amount to bring him back, a deluded 
and busted individual. 
A fire broke out oil Sunday night in 
a building owned by the railroad com­ 
pany in Sacramento, containing hay 
and several wagons; which were en­ 
tirely destroyed. 
The Comstock ledge requires the 
consumption of 800 flasks oi quicksil­ 
ver per month in the reduction of its 
ores. The State of Nevada uses 1,100 
flasks in the same time. 
Over 500 beef cattle for the Fort 
Peck agency were run oft'bv Indians, 
in Montana, about twenty-eight miles 
below Fort Benton, oil the 15th. Two 
of the herders are missing. Tin* m ili­ 
tary are in pursuit. 


A shipyard is being started at As­ 
toria. 
The assessed> value of taxable prop­ 
erty in San Jose is $8,900,220. 
Counterfeit quarters and half-dollars 
are circulating in San Jose. 
The Watkinson murder case is again 
on trial at Fairfield, Solano county. 
The late destruction by fire of tin* 
sheds at Emigrant Gap was only 250 
feet. 
Horace G. Drew, accused of arson at 
Gilroy, was acquitted on the 16th inst. 


There was considerable ice on the 
sidewalks in Oakland last Monday 
morning. 
A very severe rain and snow storm 
visited Portland, Oregon, on Saturday 
night and Sunday. 
The Camp Lowell boundaries, in 
Arizona, are established. 
The area 
embraced is 11x15 miles. 


J. S. Blatchley, formerly a member 
of the bar in Alameda county, died on 
the 8th inst. at New Haven, Conn. 
The population in the immediate 
vicinity of the Almadén quicksilver 
mines is composed of fifteen different 
nationalities. 
James R. Lowe, Sr., an old and well 
known citizen of San Jose, dropped 
dead at his residence in that city on 
the 19th inst. 
A collision of a freight train and a 
wagon drawn by two horses, occurred 
at Oakland last Monday. 
One of the 
horses was killed outright, and the 
other will probably die. 
The driver, 
Edward Hurrhyne, was thrown some 
distance, and received severe injuries, 
though it is believed he will soon re­ 
cover. 
John Kelley, who was injured at the 
Richmond mine, Eureka, Nev., on 
Thursday of last week, died on Sun­ 
day. from the effects of his injuries. 
Deceased was a native of Ireland, and 
about 33 years of age. 
A school teacher in Monterey coun­ 
ty, finding that the school house was 
badly wanting in repairs, and no one 
to do the work, went bravely to work 
and fixed the fence,made agate, chop­ 
ped the wood, etc., and then brought 
in a hill for $30 50 forservices rendered. 
The Trustees kicked against it, but 
finally allowed it. 


During the midnight tempest which 
prevailed on Friday, the barge Lor­ 
raine, laden with sand, was swamped 
on the bar at the mouth of the Oakland 
Creek. The Captain was the only liv­ 
ing soul aboard. 
He left the sinking 
craft in his small boat, but this soon 
upset. 
Being an expert swimmer lie 
saved his life by reaching another ves­ 
sel some distance away from the point 
where his boat capsized. 
He lost a 
quantity of clothing and other valua­ 
bles, including a number of small dogs.

Uivcinan’a bill regulating' fares and 
freights came up for consideration in 
the Assem bly on tho 20th. 
This hill, 
like m ost m easures of the kind, iloes 
not entirely 
suit any considerable 
number of parties. 
The railroad in ­ 
terests claim that it is utterly ruinous 
to their business, and go so far as to 
■ lindare that it w ill suspend the opera­ 
tion of every railroad in the State with 
the exception of the m ain line of the 
Central Pacific, w hile on the other 
hand some of the reformers com plain 
that it allows the railroads to charge 
higher rates in m any instances than 
they do even now. 
In the discussion 
that ensued in the Assem bly, Mr. 
Freeman said that 
“no one disputed 
that the Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany carries freight and passengers at 
very low rates in opposition to com ­ 
peting lines, and everybody knew they 
extorted frightful rates when they had 
no com petition, and that they dis­ 
crim inate between one town and an­ 
other and one person and another. 
For instance, their rates from Sacra­ 
m ento to San Francisco were very 
low on freights and fares, because of 
opposition between those places,which 
opposition they desired to crush. 
In 
order to do this the rates for routes 
where 110 opposition exists are very 
high. 
For instance, they charge two 
and three dollars per ton from San 
Francisco to Sacramento, a distance of 
140 iniles, w hile they charge $5 10 per 
ton to W oodland, a distance of so 
miles; and they only charge $2 51) per 
ton from K night’s Landing, a dis­ 
tance of 00 m iles, and S3 50 per ton 
from Colusa, a distance of 100 m iles. 
They charge from San Francisco to 
Visalia, a distance of 190 m iles, $20 
per ton; from Sacram ento to Shingle 
Springs, a distance of 45 m iles, $0 50 
per ton; and from Sacramento to Au­ 
burn, a distance of 30 m iles, 85 per 
ton. 
W hy did not facts like these en­ 
ter into coumarative tables prepared 
by tlie company? 
If the company 
carry freight and passengers at tliq 
low rates existing between Sacramento 
and San Francisco, there could be uo 
harm in their being compelled to carry 
at such rates between other points 
sim ilarly situated. 
W hat the public 
wants is protection against discrim in­ 
ating charges, and that involves, first, 
a reduction of the m axim um rates to 
less than h alf w hat they now are and 
a complete schedule of rates applicable 
to all classes of freight to all roads and 
to all distances over ton m iles.” 


Several am endm ents were made to 
the hill, m ainly referring to the mode 
of bringing actions, and fixing penal­ 
ties for violating the provisions of the 
Act, and the further consideration of 
the hill was made the special order for 
T hursday, the 22d. 


Tho Bell Expulsion Matter- 


The M arysville A/>pcnl says that 
the ora 11 ge-,growers of Los A ngeles are 
urging Congress to place a tarifl on 
foreign fruit for their benefit. 
Tho 
is mistaken, Los A ngeles has 
only asked that the law already in ex ­ 
istence shall be properly construe I. 
Under that law, tropical fruits paid a 
duty, except when they were imported 
for the purpose of propagating. 
U»y 
som e singular hocus pocus the Treas­ 
ury Department has ruled that under 
this exception all tropical fruits shall 
come in free of duty, and it is of this 
regulation that our orange and lemon 
growers com plain. 


A g ric u ltu ra l Usuis. 


Alfalfa, says the JJre, is becom ing ¡1 
more favorable crop wherever on al­ 
luvial soil it has been tried. W e know, 
close to this city, where a seven-year 
old vineyard, in' fine hearing, is being 
rooted out to make room for alfalfa! 
For live stock it is the most p r o f i ta b l e 
grass or clover yet known ¡a c !ifur­ 
nia.—[M arysville Appeal. 


(¡R A IN BAGS. 
The consumption of grain hags in 
California last year was s,5(in,niH>, at 
an average cost of 17V cents each, or, 
say in all, $1,487,500. This year, if the 
season does as w ell as it oilers, nearly 
twice as many bags will be required, 
say 15,000,000—and the price now is, if 
contracted for by the 100,000 or 1,000,­ 
000, IT] cents, or say $2,002,500. 
Rut 
it is only the (¿rangers or those who 
take 50,000 or 100,000 that can obtain 
them at this price, and then they must 
pay cash down. 
It is safe to say that 
the cost of bags for this year's crop 
w ill be nearly, if not quite, $2,00,000. 
These bags are sent to Europe and 
never come back. 
They arc made 
m ainly in Scotland, of jute raised in 
India, but they can he made here just 
as w ell as in Scotland. 
Jute can be 
laid down in California, duty paid, at 
five cents a pound, hut the duty on 
the imported sacks is 40 per cent. 
Thus, in Dundee, the bag is worth 
eight cents, which is said to be the 
price, and the duty, freight, insurance 
and com m issions brings it up to 13], 
at lowest rates, landed in San Fran­ 
cisco—and these bags, at this price, 
arc purchased by the m illion by the 
Liverpool agent 
of the California 
(¿rangers. W hy is this not a profitable 
business for some of our own manu­ 
facturer to enter upon ?—[Bee. 


COST OF VINEYARDS. 
At a m eeting of the Sonoma and 
Napa Yinicultural Club, held on the 
10th of January, in-st., the following 
statem ents as to the cost of vineyards 
were made by the members named : 
A ttella H araszthy, $224 5(1 per acre 
w ithout staking or cost of stakes, for a 
four-year-old vineyard. 
Mr. McPherson H ill, that every acre 
of his vineyard cost $300 at four years 
old without the value of the land. 
W m. Hood stated that his vineyard 
cost, per aere, $225, w ithout the value 
of the land. 
Leonard Goss stat ed that the cost of 
his vineyard per acre was $195 02, with 
no cost for draining or clearing land, 
or removing stum ps ; the land having 
been cleared 
and 
cultivated when 
bought. 
Mr. Craig stated that his vineyard 
cost more than the estim ate made per 
acre by Major Snyder—$225. 
Mr. Goss said that the estim ate by 
Major Snyder was below, rather than 
above, the actual cost, as stated by 
him. 
Mr. Haraszthy reported the average 
quantity of grapes per vine on his land 
was eight pounds. 
Mr. Craig reports his vineyard pro­ 
ducing eight pounds per viiie 011 an 
average. 
Mr. Hood reports eight pounds per 
vine us the produce of his vineyard. 
Mr. H ill gave ten pounds per vine as 
the average of his vineyard. 
Major Snyder gave the average of 
his as eight pounds per vine, and upon 
that his estim ate was based. 
The (!lub fully indorse Major Sny­ 
der’s statement as below tin* actual 
cost, rather than above it. 


ANAHEIM ITEMS. 


The extrem e sensitiveness of public 
m en to newspaper criticism w hile it is 
calculated to raise a sm ile at their ex­ 
pense, is still an encouraging feature.

The advantage of crossing our p re s­ 
ent breeds of sheep with the Cntswold 
a n d Southdown, is engaging the at­ 
tention of wool-growefi. Alfalf.i flour­ 
ishes on our lands, an I so extraordi­ 
nary is its yield, that sheep-raising 
will find more profit in breeding u bet­ 
ter class of sheep and raising this grass 
for feed, than by grazing vast herds of 
interior breeds. 
A friend informs us that squirrels 
can readily be killed by filling the 
mouth of their holes with dirt and 
ramming it hard with a post. 
Now, 
while the soil is wet, and all the cracks 
and openings filled up, if the boles are 
closed the squirrel is soon suffocated. 
They cannot dig with any rapidity, and 
if the holes are filled solidly with earth 
for a few inches, they give lip the 
ghost. 
This is a cheap plan, and lias 
been effectually tried by our inform­ 
ant.

Thc Library Association at a late 
meeting decided to appeal to the State 
for the city of Los Angeles to levy a 
tax of one m ill on the dollar for the 
purpose of making the Library a free 
institution, and furnishing means for 
its support. 
A petition to the Legis­ 
lature asking for the enactment of 
such a law is now in circulation. The 
petitioners, among others, make the 
following important points: 
That notwithstanding the public 
spirited munificence of many of our 
people, it is scarcely possible to keep 
the Library up to the desired standard 
of efficiency by means of the voluntary 
principle only. 
That experience lias demonstrated 
the vast moral, social, and even m a­ 
terials of a public library and reading 
room, not only to our people, but to 
strangers and sojourners in our midst. 
That any reasonable expenditure for 
the purpose of building upsuch insti­ 
tutions will be more than compensat­ 
ed by the increased sobriety, informa­ 
tion and business capacity which they 
tend to promote. 
That the experience of several years 
in Illinois and other otates lias proved 
the feasibility and propriety of placing 
libraries under municipal control— 
th u s making them in deed, us in name, 
put dir. 
That your petitioners are (irmly con­ 
vinced, that nine out of every ten of 
the residents of Los Angeles will w il­ 
lingly submit to fair and reasonable 
taxation to promote objects so useful 
and laudable. 
That the assessed value of the prop­ 
erty in said City amounts to something 
less than four 'millions of dollars, and 
that a tax of one m ill on each dollar 
of such value will probably realize less 
than four thousand dollars, while a tax 
of half a m ill will produce less than 
two thousand dollars. 
That they feel assured that to say 
nothing of indirect benefits, tlie City, 
wjll annually be directly benefltted by 
the proposed Library and Reading 
Room to an amount far exceeding the 
amount of such proposed tax.

The House Committee on Public 
Lands at Washington, have reported 
a bill for the purpose of securing 
homesteads to actual settlers on public 
lands. 
It repeals the 
pre-emption 
laws, and provides that any person 
above the age of twenty-one, who is a 
citizen of the United States, or who 
may have declared liis intention to be­ 
come such, shall be entitled to enter, 
by purchase with cash, any tract ot 
hind not exceeding forty acres, as a 
sight for mechanical, commercial or 
manufacturing purposes', upon proof 
satisfactory to the Commissioners of 
the General Land Office that lie is in 
actual possession of such premises, and 
that no valid adverse claim existed at 
the date of his occupancy, and that lie 
has occupied and hold possession of 
the same for such purpose for his own 
use and benefit for not less than one 
year ; provided that notice of his in­ 
tention to claim said tract shall be filed 
with the Register within two months 
from the date of actual possession, anil 
that the payment herein required 
shall be made within eighteen months 
of such filing. 
All lands within the 
lateral lim its of any railroad grant, 
the title to which shall remain in the 
United States, whether an odd or even 
section, shall, upon becoming subject 
to sale under the provisions of this Act,

Large Increase.

$207,090 and $140,000 respectively. — 
[Bulletin, January 2<). 
The telegraphic news sent over the 
wires yesterday and last night, taken 
from official records in Washington, 
does not seem to sustain the terrific 
denunciations of Collector Sedgwick, 
which of late have been showered 
upon him because of alleged whiskey 
frauds.

Objects of the Association. 
The object of the Association is to secure pe­ 
cuniary aid of Í2.UUU to tiie families or depend­ 
ants of deceased mem bers. This we accom ­ 
plish In the m ost perfect and substantial m an­

All m em bers will lie allowed till* sam e inter­ 
est on money standing to their credit that the 
funds of the Association draw , and they cun 
deposit such am ounts us they m ay desire on 
advance paym ents or as an endow m ent hind 
for future years w ithout risk or forfeiture, 
w hether one or more deposit. 
The Association is designed to save money, 
not to spend It. None will feel poorer for be­ 
longing to it, while m any will bless the day 
Unit their father, mot tier, husband, or brother 
Joined it.
